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4, The wheats in the ground throughout the country is in good condition with 
the exception of the Haskovo Diatrict where there were few spring rains. 
Food supplies in the villages are lav, equalling 350 grama of bread per 
porsen per day. The most essential things are lacking and the goods 
which are given against coupons, such as cloth and shirt material, are 
not taken by the greater number of peasants because of the great shortage 
af money. Agriculturel products are taken from tho peasants by force and 
paid for at low prices. 


.2, Disintergration of the Camnmist Party contimes and because of thet terror 
and internments in camps are on the increase, Howevers great secrecy 
prevails about the terror and the craps. For example, a fermle Commnist 
agitetor went to Tepelovgrad in comection with the 1 lay Holiday.
